The  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  con- 
firmed. 

Apologies  were  received  from  Sir  Kts.  Thos.  Radcliffer 
D.G.M.,  and  Rev.  Canon  Harding,  G.Chap. 

The  following  resolution  was  received  from  No.  5  District 
and  adopted  by  the  City  Grand  Chapter,  on  the  motion  of  Sir  D. 
Beattie,  seconded  by  Sir  J.  A.  Barlowe : — 

"  That  we,  the  officers  and  members  of  above  Chapter  do  hereby  most 
emphatically  protest  against  the  introduction  of  Mr.  Bedmond's 
so-called  Boman  Catholic  Disabilities'  Bill  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, as  we  believe  it  is  meant  for  the  furtherance  of  the  interests 
of  Roman  Catholicism  in  these  realms,  and  the  extension  of  the 
power  of  a  foreign  potentate,  the  Pope,  by  making  it  lawful  to  have 
popish  and  idolatrous  processions  in  our  streets,  and  so  le*d  to  the 
weakening  of  Protestantism  and  civil  and  religious  liberty  which 
were  purchased  by  the  lives  and  fortunes  of  our  forefathers. 

"We  most  strongly  condemn  the  action  of  the  Unionist  members  of 
Parliament  who  voted  for  this  iniquitous  Bill,  whilst  we  Congratu- 
late and  thank  the  Unionist  and  Protestant  members  who  voted 
against  it. " 


It  was  decided  that  copies  of  above  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
leading  members  of  Parliament  and  published  in  Unionist 
papers. 

Reports  from  the  Districts  were  taken  with  reference  to 
Demonstration,  when  the  following  places  were  mentioned  for 
this  year— Carrickfergus,  Larne,  Portadown,  and  Lisburn.  A 
vote  being  taken  the  majority  were  in  favour  of  Portadown, 
which  was  declared  carried.  The  arranging  of  date  be  held  over, 
and  in  the  meantime  the  Registrar  to  send  invitations  to  County 
Armagh,  and  find  out  the  date  most  suitab'e. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  special  service  in  connection  with 
C.G.  Chapter,  the  W.M.  and  Reg.  of  each  District  to  be  the  Com- 
mittee in  charge. 


A  discussion  arose  with  reference  to  January  and  July 
Quarterly  Meetings,  when  it  was  decided  that  same  be  held  on 
last  Saturday  evenings  of  months  of  January  and  July,  at  six 
o'clock.

The  C.G.  Master  referred  to  the  death  of  Sir  Kt.  William 
Sinclair,  who  had  for  a  long  time  held  office  in  C.G.  Chapter,  and 
was  an  active  worker  in  connection  with  the  Black  Institution 
for  many  years,  when  it  was  proposed  by  Sir  John  M'Comish, 
seconded  by  Sir  Robert  Graham,  "  That  a  letter  of  condolence 
be  sent  to  the  relatives  of  the  late  Sir  Kt.  Wm.  Sinclair,"  which 
was  adopted.  It  was  also  decided  to  purchase  a  wreath— Sir 
Kt.  Jas.  S.  Briggs,  C.G.T.,  and  Sir  W.  N.  Cross,  C.G.R.,  to  be  a 
committee  to  look  after  same.

BYE-LAWS 

OF 

Amalgamated  Black  District  Chapters, 

BELFAST, 


I. — The  Districts  to  amalgamate  at  9  o'clock  p.m.,  on  last  Friday, 
monthly,  in  Clifton  Street  Orange  Hall,  chair  to  be  taken  by  the  City 
Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  in  their  absence  by  the 
Senior  District  Master  present,  and  each  District  Chapter  to  be  repre- 
sented by  at  least  two  of  its  officers. 

II. — Any  Reports  not  read  in  due  course  to  be  held  over  until  a 
subsequent  meeting,  and  the  officers  of  any  Preceptory  initiating  a 
Candidate  whose  report  shall  not  have  passed  the  Amalgamated  Dis- 
tricts shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  defiance  of  Superior  Chapter 
Authority.  % 

III. — As  the  chief  object  of  the  Amalgamated  District  Meetings 
is  to  exclude  as  far  as  possible  from  the  Black  Institution  Candidates 
not  duly  qualified,  the  brethren  present  are  invited  to>  state  any  objec- 
tion that  they  may  have  to  any  Candidate  whose  name  may  have  been 
read  out,  and  after  discussion,  the  admission  or  rejection  of  such 
Candidate  shall  be  decided  by  a  show  of  hands. 

IV. — It  is  required  that  any  Preceptory  sending  forward  reports 
should  be  represented  by  one  or  more  officers,  in  order  that  in  case  of 
question  regarding  any  Candidate  the  fullest  satisfaction  may  be 
obtained. 

V. — In  the  event  of  a  Candidate  being  objected  to*  on  the  ground 
fully  sustained,  that  he  has  already  been  reported  with  his  own  consent 
in  another  Preceptory,  and  duly  passed  by  the  Amalgamated  Districts, 
permission  for  initiation  shall  be  refused  to  the  Preceptory  last 
reporting  him,  unless  with  the  sanction  of  the  Preceptory  in  which 
he  had  been  first  reported. 

VI. — The  transfer  of  members  from  one  Preceptory  to  another 
will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Amalgamated  District,  and  in 
every  case  the  Report  must  be  authenticated  by  the  production  of 
the  Certificate. 

VII. — The  reports  of  members  suspended  or  expelled,  being  only 
for  the  information  of  the  brethren  generally,  will  admit  of  no  debate. 

VIII. — All  the  rules  of  the  Institution  regarding  the  proper 
conduct  of  business  in  private  Preceptories  or  District  Chapters  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  Amalgamated  District  Meetings. 

IX. — The  Amalgamated  Districts  shall,  at  the  March  meeting  in 
each  year,  elect  a  Registrar,  who  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  each 
meeting,  and  such  minutes  shall  be  read  aloud  previous  to  the  close  of 
the  meeting.
